REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Characterizing phase noise of a spectrum analyzer is known. (See Applicant's 
Background or the attached Application Notes obtained by the examiner from Agilent 
Technologies.) However, the obtained phase noise characterization is indeed 
particular to the operating state (i.e. setup) of the spectrum analyzer. The prior art of 
record does not suggest or disclose the claimed combination of method steps or system 
elements, most notably: as per independent method claim 1 , the claimed "forming an 
array from the phase noise model based on a designated operating state of the 
spectrum analyzer; and applying the array to a measurement trace acquired.. .at the 
designated operating state to extract an output signal"; and as per independent system 
claim 1 1 , "a computational unit... forming an array from a phase noise model of the 
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spectrum analyzer at a series of operating states that is dependent on a parameter set; 
and a signal processor receiving a measurement trace acquired by the spectrum 
analyzer at a designated operating state and applying the array to the measurement 
trace to extract an output signal."
